S. block admission of Commun- 
l»t China into the United Nations 
He also urged, in a statement last 
night, "a forthright announcement 
that the United States has no In- 
tention, now or In the future, of 
living -recognition to the (Chinese) 
Communist regime." 


Wants Information 


George, acting chairman of the 


•etiat* foreign relations committee, 
told reporters h« hopea Secretary 
Of State Acheson "may be able 
to give us some information on 
what influence Moscow has" in the 
situation In China. Acheson pre- 
viously has aaid that Russia is 
taking over north China areas, in- 
cluding Manchuria, as a part of 
Communistic imperialism. 


The committee had scheduled a 


meeting with Acheson for Thurs- 
day to receive a report on the 
China developments. But It was 
postponed until next week at 
George's request. 


Senator 
Connally 
(D. Tex.), 


Chairman of the committee, ia vis- 
iting in Texas and George said too 
many senators had conflicting en- 
gagements which forced postpone- 
ment of Acheson's report, 


The Georgian cheered the state 


department's action In recalling all 
U. S. diplomats from China after 
the Peiping incident. "The time 
has come for firm action by the 
United States," he said. 


Republican critics of administra- 


tion foreign policy continued bitter 
over the Chinese developments. 


Raps Acheson 


One republican senator who ask- 


ed his name not be used said Ache- 
eon will be asked why he did not 
let the fSreign relations committee 
know that the Peiping 
incident 


was developing. 


"The stats department knew it 


more than a week ago," he said. 
"It was advised by the Chinese 
Communists on Jan. 7 that they 
would 'requisition' the consulate. 
Acheson came before the commit- 
tee twice after receiving this mes- 
sage. But so far as I know he did 
not indicate anything unusual was 
happening."

'Buried* Oct. 159 Dead Man

"dead"—to the shocking bewilderment of relatives and friends who at- 
tended his funeral on Oct. 15. 


The body of a man believed to 


have been Scaggs was buried with 
full military honors in Telegraph 
cemetery in Festus, about 25 miles 
south of St. Louis. 


Dead Man Curious 


Scaggs, 32-year-old war veteran, 


heard of the affair and came here 
Saturday night from Iowa to in- 
vestigate. His brother, William, 
51, had just ordered a tombstone 
for Russell. 


"Why we just couldn't believe it 


when he walked In," exclaimed 
William's wife. 


She said this is what happened: 
On Oct. 11, William received a 


telephone call notifying him that 
Russell had committed suicide in 
a jail cell at Norfolk, Neb. William 
was told by Nebraska authorities 
that Identification was made by 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 


The body was brought to Festus 


and William identified it as Rus- 
sell's. 


"I thought it was Russell, too,' 


Mrs. Scaggs said. "He must have 
been his twin brother—but, oi 
course, Russell doesn't have a twin 
brother." 


A big funeral was held with the

Russell, who has no idea how

Factory housekeepers, or main- 


tenance, has become so expensive 
that the nation's bill for it just 
about equals 
what 
the 
stock- 


holders get In dividends. 


And some maintenance engineers 


predict the time is coming when 
the maintenance men—the ones 
who do the housekeeping on plants 
and machines—will outnumber the 
production men—the ones who 
push' the buttons and watch the 
machines.

For these preliminary plans the 


HHFA can lend up to 50 per cent 
of the total cost or the project.

Ohio Can Help America 


The American Federation of Labor is making a nation- 


wide campaign to raise many millions of dollars among its 
union members to be used ^in the Ohio elections this year in 
an effort to defeat Robert A. Taft in his candidacy for re- 
election to the United States Senate because of his sponsor- 
ship of what they erroneously term the "slave labor" Taft- 
Hartley law. Out here in these other middle-western states 
there is not much that any of us can do about the Ohio elec- 
tions except to hope that for the general national welfare 
the voters of Ohio send Mr. Taft back to Washington. We 
have a feeling they will 


Senator Taft is the embodyment of the individual free- 


dom and the fairness to his fellow man that is the real Amer- 
ica. His defeat would be a tragic loss to the senate and to 
this nation. It would be a blow to democracy and the Ameri- 
can way of life and it would come at a time when individual 
freedom in these United States is seriously threatened by 
the Communistic, Socialistic (they are really one and the 
same thing, different only in degree) waves that have en- 
gulfed a great part of the world and are battering at the 
doors of democracy's only stronghold, the American con- 
gress. 


Logical, liberal, intelligent and courageous Robert Taft 


is unique in Washington because he thinks clearly and sees 
what is wrong with our government and bluntly states his 
position without the slightest regard for whether or not his 
views will be popular. His decisions are not made with an 
eye on the votes they will win or lose. His aim in politics is 
to do what is best for the greatest number of the American 
people.

In the two years 
that it has been in effect the Taft-Hartley law has enslaved 
no one and union memberships have not only risen but fewer 
days' pay have been lost through work stoppages. In pro- 
tecting the general public from hardships which can come 
from strike* it protects labor as well and is taking the place 
of legislation which might have been much more severe. Mr. 
Truman, who now wants the Taft-Hartley bill repealed, he 
says, to curry favor with labor's bosses, was the "friend" 
who wanted to draft labor into the army when they struck 
before the Taft-Hartley bill was passed. Senator Taft not 
only blocked that bad-tempered move but he introduced and 
pushed through the senate 28 amendments to the T.-H. bill, 
most of which were suggested by the unions. Taft admits 
that the bill is still imperfect and he wants to see the im- 
perfections rcraoTcd. 


Senator Robert Taft is a very great and wise statesman 


and his continued presence in Washington is desperately 
needed in this most critical time, not just for his sane views 
on the serious labor problem, but for his calm good judg- 
ment, courageous fighting qualities, his devotion to our 
United States and our freedom, his outspoken, honest com- 
mon sense, his keen insight into our fundamental needs and 
troubles and the brains to see the best way to meet them. 


Surely the voters of Ohio will not let Robert Taft be 


smothered by the millions of dollars that will be thrown into 
the Ohio elections by the labor bosses.

Today's article continues the 


explanation of the' science of 
freezing the pack as outlined in 
Oswald Jacoby's new book, "Com- 
ilete Canasta," published by Dou- 
ileday * Company of New York. 
Mr. Jacoby's earlier book, "How 
:o Win at Canasta," was a best 
seller for many weeks. This new 
book is far more complete, cover- 
ing fine points for beginners as 
well as scientific plays for experts. 


Mr. Jacoby has the following to 


say about attacking freezes: 


"The attacking freeze is used 


when you are playing for a big 
hand. 
It is extremely effective 


against opponents who have made 
the mistake of putting down sev- 
eral melds without having left 
themselves a play for out. 


"For example, suppose the op- 


ponents hold four or five cards 
each after melding: 


K-K-K. 
Q-Q-Q-2, 
7-7-7-2, 


5-5-5, and 4-4-4 
"Your side has melded: 
K-K-K-K-K-Joker-Joker, Q- 
Q-Q. J-J-J, 8-8-2, 7-7-7, and 
5-5-5-5-5 
'•You hold these 18 cards: 
A A J-J 10-10 9-9 8-8 6-6 4-4 
3-3 2-2 
* 
» * 


"Your partner is down to only 


a few cards, 
and you suspect 


that he has a couple of fours 
among them. If you simply dis- 
card a black three, there is a good 
chance that your partner at his 
next turn will have to throw an 
ace, ten or nine. 
Since none of 


these cards has yet been melded, 
there is also a good chance that 
the next player will take the pile, 
acquiring some extra cards and a 
base for a canasta. 


"If you freeze the pile, your 


partner will be able to discard his 
fours safely. Your right-hand op- 
ponent will have to give you the 
pack with almost any discard. 
Even better, your partner may be 
able to take the pile and thus get 
back into position to co-operate in 
the offensive. 


"The only danger U that one of 


the opponents will manage to ac- 
quire one of the few remaining 
bases, meld a canasta and go out. 
The odds are greatly against this 
and much in favor of a long and 
successful offensive." 
• * • 


Q—I have 3 nines in my hand. 


The top card of the discard pile is 
a 9 and I know that the card un 
der the up-card also is a 0. We 
need 50 points for our initial meld. 
Can I pick up the discard pile 
with my 3 nines and then add the 
fifth nine to make the minimum 
meld? 


A—No, you may not. Only the 


top card of the dtocard pile may 
be used to meet the requirement 
of your Initial meld.

Ohickenpox does not often kill 


or produce serious complications. 
Nevertheless, it is not a disease 
to ignore entirely. 
In delicate 


children, particularly those who 
are tuberculous, chickenpox can 
be rather severe and cause some 
complications. 
In 
rare 
cases, 


inflammation of the kidneys may 
develop. 


The disease is likely to come in 


epidemics and is most common 
between the ages of 2 and 6. 
Grownups rarely come down with 
chickenpox because so many have 
had it m childhood and have be- 
come permanently resistant. 


The average time between ex- 


posure and the appearance of the 
first symptoms is from 10 to 15 
days. The first sign of the disease 
Is likely to be fever, sometimes 
accompanied by a Blight chilly 
feeling. The typical blisters may 
not be present a.t first but the skin 
may appear somewhat reddened. 


BLISTERS APPEAR QCICKLY 


The typical blisters on the akm 


usually begin to appear within 
24 hours of the first symptom. At 
first they are most common on the 
back or chest, but may begin on 
the forehead or face. They gen- 
erally start u raised 
reddish 


lumps. After about two days the 
content* of the bitten become 
pus-like and cloudy instead of 
Clear M it is at first. 


There may be a good deal of un- 


comfortably itchinf, emfwetaUy in

adults. In a few days th« blisters 
become 
covered with 
a 
dark 


brownish crust which falls off and, 
as a rule, does not leave scarring. 
Fresh crops of blisters come on 
during the first two or three days 
so that by the fourth day the pox, 
or blisters, are in all stages of de- 
velopment. They do not run to- 
gether as happens in smallpox. 


The cause of chickenpox is 


probably a virus rather than a 
germ. A virus, of course, is a liv- 
ing organism which is too small 
to see under the ordinary micro- 
scope and which can only be grown 
artificially on living tissue, such as 
the egg yolk. 


Special treatment for chicken- 


pox is usually not necessary. The 
disease is spread by contact from 
a sick child to one who is well and 
has never had the disease. 
For 


this reason a child with chicken- 
pox should be kept away from 
others and also should b« kept in 
bed until thu acute stage of the 
d!»ea*e ig over. 


Sometimes soothing lotions or 


po\vn>rs are helpful to decrease 
the tching and scratching. Band- 
aging the hands or otherwise pre- 
venting the child from touching 
the pox and possibly getting an 
unnecessary permanent scar may 
be needed to prevent scratching.

tary of the treasury, I listened with disgust, even after all my year* 
amid the muck of the Roosevelt-Truman administrations, as Mr. 
Foley read from Henry Morgenthau'* testimony on 
the lend-lease bill and, by his answers to my ques- 
tions, proved that Morgenthau was much less 
than completely frank, to put it mildly. Out of 
extravagant official courtesy, the committee re. 
frained from putting him under oath. 


On Jan. 28, 1941, the senate foreign relations 


committee was trying to learn who wrote lend- 
lease so that they could learn the true "legislative 
intent" of the authors and the true identity of its 
sponjor*. Roosevelt'pretended that it was just an 
"administration bill" hatched on Capitol Hill. 
*•.•!.»» r«i» 


Morgenthau tried to conceal the fact that Roosevelt gave him 


this job to do. He assigned it to Foley, then general counsel of the 
treasury, and "a bright young assistant general counsel" named 
Oscar Cox. Cox waa not a happy hot dog of the Frankfurter cult 
but he waa the type. When lend-lease went through he got the job 
of general counsel to the lend-lease administration. 
He was 36. 


He performed no military service 
against the foul aggressor. On 
this point he writes: "I was not 
in any of the military services 
during the last war. I was not 
dratted nor could I have effec- 
tively carried out my desire to 
volunteer because of physical dis- 
qualification*." 


Fat Cat Boy 


After the war Cox went on to 


the more abundant life represent- 
ing new deal manufacturers who 
had struck it rich in war indus- 
tries and shipping interests which 
are ultimately largely dependent 
on the American tax-payer. 
He 


has trod the halls of government 
temples in legal practice for fat 
cats of the new dispensation. 


The late Charles A. Beard, a 


great scholar in history and the 
Constitution, testified that lend- 
lease would place at the free dis- 
posal of F. D. Roosevelt all the 
men and women and all the 
wealth of the United States and 
permit him to wage undeclared 
wars 
for 
anybody, 
anywhere, 


until the world was ordered to 
suit Roosevelt's personal policies. 
Norman Thomas, with a flash of 
prophecy, said it would eventuate 
In a total war from which Stalin 
might 
emerge 
victorious 
and 


strong and with western civiliza- 
tion broken up. 


But the senate foreign relations 


committee couldn't get anyone to

state here yesterday."

LaFollette: "Yes. but he kept

anxious to find out who will be 
available for the committee to 
get the benefit of someone who

LaFollette: 
"Dirt 
anyone in 


your department take a major 
part in the drafting of this bill?" 


Morgenthau: "I would not know 


how to answer that." 
He then 


babbled on about the many con- 
ferences which had been held and 
the number of persons who had 
expressed opinions. 
But he said 


flatly that he did not "know how 
to answer that" when the answer 
should have been: "Yes, Ed Fo- 
ley and Oscar Cox drafted it in 
an office down the hall from my 
office in the treasury by my 
orders." 


LaFollette said he . did not 


question the right of the treasury 
to initiate legislation. 
But he 


said Cordell Hull had called lend-

Senator Johnson asked him to 


do so and Morgenthau led him a 
wild 
chase

Senator oJhnson: "Wasn't the 


bill written by Mr. Foley?" 


Morgenthau: "I do not think 


that is a correct statement." 


To me, Foley admitted that he 


and Cox, personally drew the 
bill.
